WHITES AND N EC ROE 3 
ENCAGE 


IN D E S P E R A T E FIG HTS AND 


SE V E R A L ARE HURT. 


POLICE ALMOST POWERLESS 


U N AB LE FOR SOME T I M E TO G E T 


T H E LARGE C R O W D S O F RIOT­ 


E R S UNDER C O N T R O L . 


N ew 
York, July 
15.— “ San 
Juan 
Hill,” the flistriet bounded by A m s t e r ­ 
dam and West End avenues and Sixty- 
first and Sixty-third streets, so-called 
because of its notoriety as a battle­ 
ground, w as the scene Friday night of 
a furious rare riot which required 250 
policemen to quell after many shots 
had been fired and 
several persons 
ha<1 been seriously injured. 
The trouble began shortly after 9 
o’clock w hen a policeman arrested Ed­ 
ward Connelly for 
attacking Henry 
Williams, a negro, and w a s pursued 
to the station house with his prisoner 
by a mob of Connelly’s friends hurl­ 
ing sh owers of stones and oth*r mis­ 
siles. 
W hen 
the station 
house re­ 
serves turned out 
the whole neigh­ 
borhood w as in an uproar and blacks 
engaged in desperate struggles in the 
streets. 
Show ers 
of 
m issiles 
were 
hurled from roofs and windows. With­ 
in ten m inu tes not less than 1,000 men, 
boys and women, 
black and white, 
were en g a g ed in furious combat. The 
small party of police were powerless 
and reinforcements were summoned. 
On their arrival a cordon was drawn 
around the whole district and strong 
patrols made repeated charges down 
the streets in a vain effort to restore 
order. 
They succeeded in making a 
few prisoners and were 
forced to re­ 
treat, fighting e v e r y inc h of the way, 
and pursued to the station house by a 
howling mob. 
The worst 
of the fighting 
was in 
Sixty-second street, where from every 
window and from every roof rained 
missiles, while hundreds of shots were 
fired. 
Roundsman Patrick Walsh was 
Gemtnell I knocked down by Joseph Ft. Smith, a 
negro, who leaped upon 
him from a 
stoop, and after attempting to shoot 
him struck him 
repeatedly with the 
butt of his revolver. 
Walsh was final­ 
ly rescued by his comrades. 


H u r r y Call for Reserves. 
Inspector McLaughlin arrived short­ 
ly before 9 o’clock and realizing how 
widespread was the danger, sent hurry 
calls for reserves.
